He was an-engi- 
neer by trade, and now he ia run- 
ning the fast train between Cologne 
and Brussels. A tailor had Loth his 
legs cut off: The new feet that were 
made for him were very larme, and 
now he can treadle his sewing ma- 
chine as well aa before. 

The loss of an arm is much more 
serious than the loss of a low, and 
all sorts of hooka and screws must ' 
be provided so that the men can do 
\more than one thing. In the sad 
cases of both arms being gone, im- 
plements have been invented for 
holding spoons, knives, forks, cigara, 
cups, ahd, indeed, everything, so that 
the man will not be helpless. 


Homes For Cripples. 


Every province in Germany, contin. 
‘ues the writer, now issues each week 
a little pamphlet to help the crippled 
men. These pamphlets tell them of 
trades they can pursue, of things they 
can make if they prefer to stay at 
home, and where they can sell what 
they make. 

The Kaiser and Kaiserin are going 
to build a home for blind soldiers; 
where they will not only- be cared 
for, but taught occupations as well, 
The German Government has also 
drawn up plans to build houses for 
the men. Sites have already been 
selected and plans completed. The 
houses are to be built near factories ~

Likewise there ia a right and wrong 
way to spray the nasal passages, SUP- 
posing disease makes spraying de- 
sirable. The atomizer——not nebulizer 
_.ghould have a horizontal barrel or 
tube, never a vertical or upward 
pointing tip, The nasal passages run 
straight back from the nostrils to the 
upper throat, not upward. Hence, in 
order to spray a cleansing or medicinal , 
solution thoroughly in the nasal ca¥- 
ity you must ditect. the steam: hori- . 
zontally backward as you ait erect. 
If you direct the spray upward it- 
strikes the sensitive roof of the pas- 
sage and irritates, and does not ‘go 
far enough back to do any gotd. A 
so-called DeVilbiss atomizer, No. 18, 
is ideal, since it can be completely 
sterilized by boiling. And different 
members of a family should never use 
an atomizer unless it is sterilized. 

Here we may say & word about snuf- 
fing salt water into the nose. There 
is no curative virtue and considerable 
harm in this practice, unless the solu- 
tion is very weak-——never more than 
a level tablespoonful of salt in a pint 
of boiled, lukewarm water. But spray 
it in the nose, do not snuff it in. 
When anything is drawn into the nose 
by snuffing there is danger of enter- 
ing the Eustachian tubes leading to 
the ears and causing very serious 
trouble.

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Clover--A Sail Renovator. 

Practically every variety of clover 
is considered by farmers to be a 8o'l. 
renovator. It does not require feur 
leaves in order to bring luck to the 
farmer growing it, but 
riches go hand in hand. This may 
seem an absurd statement to make, 
when -the price of clover seed is con- 
sidered, but, even at the present high 
price, a farmer would hardly be justi- 
fied in curtailing to any great extent 
the amount of clover seed to be sown 
per acre this spring. There is a con- 
sidergble variation in the amount of 
red clover seed sown per acre, some 
farmers obta'ning a good catch from 
five.or six pounds of seed, while others 
sow from eight to ten pounds. per 
acre in order to ensure a good stand. 
The amount of seed to sow depends 
Semewhat on soil condition, prepara- 


elover and 


-tion of seed-bed, and vitality of the 
_ seed, 


It has been noticed that, where clov- 
ers can be successfully grown, and a 
liberal supply of seed is used each 
year, the land is gradually increasing 
in fertility, and increased fertility— 
other things being equal—means lare- 
er crops and consequently more money 
in farming. Many farmers are mak- 
ing a practice of sowing a large acre- 
age with clover. each spring, than 
was formerly the custom, and it is be- 
lieved that ‘the average amount of 


|seed sown per acre is also increasing 


during recent years. Where ‘three or} 
four pounds of seed was considered 
ago, six or 
seven pounds is now aimed at, and) 
many farmers consider it profitable to 
sow as high as ten pounds along with 
timothy and alsike. 


Clover Roots Add Humus to Soil. 


The clover ‘plant is valuable to the! 
farmer because of its ability to take 
nitrogen from the atmosphere and 
store it in the soil in such a for 
that plants can utilize ‘Vt. To pur- 
chase this valuable, plant food as a 
fertilizer, would come very expensive, | 
much more so than securing it through 
buying clover seed, even at the pre- 
vailing price. Plowing under a three- 
ton crop of green clover is claimed to 
return to the soil about 40lbs. of nitro- 


Ibs. of potash per acre. Supposing | 
a crop of hay is harvested, the soil) 
will still be in a better condit'on fora 
succeeding crops than if any crop, oth- 
er than a legume, had been grown.| 
Clover roots add humus to the soil, in- | 
crease the amount of nitrogen, make | 
the soil more friable, and open it up, | 
thus allowing for a freer passage of | 
air. Besides being asoil builder,’ 
clover, either as pasture or cured for, 
hay, is valuable feed for all classes of | 
live stock. If the aim is to increase | 
the fertility of the soil at least ex- | 
pense, it is advisable to increase, rath- 
er than decrease, the acreage devot- 
ed to clovers. 

True, there are dfficulties in the 
way of growing clover successfully 
year after year, but it is belic ved that 
many of the standing

too deeply. On most farms these de- 
mands can be complied wth. Soils 
may be tested for acidity by the use 
of litmus paper by placing a small 
strip of blue litmus paper in moist 
soil, and, if it turns the paper red, I'me 
is required in the soil. Another 
method is to pour a few drops of acid 
on the soil, and, if it does not “fry” it 
is an ‘ndication that the soil is acid. 
Clover does not do well with wet feet. 
If conditions are such that water re- 
mains on the surface of the ground 
for any length of time, after a heavy 
rain, few crops will pay for a system 
of underdrainage ina few years, be- 
sides assisting in giving the clover 
plant a chance. In regard to plant 
food, it is necessary that the young 
seeding have easy atcess to available 


material to give it a start, after which 


it is able to look after itself, and re- 
turn more to the soil than it takes out. 
Where clover has been successfully 
grown, there is usually sufficient bact- 
eria in the soil. These minute organ- 
isms which appear on the roots of the 
plant are essential to the growth of 
clovtr, as they are the means by 


which nitrogen is absorbed and stored | 
‘in the plant and soil.

It is claimed that by 
sowing behind the drill, the small 
seeds fall in the furrow made by the 
drill, and, when a stroke of the harrow 
is given, the seeds are buried too 
deeply. This difficulty is believed-to 
be partly overcome by turning the 
spouts of the grass-seeder to sow be- 
fore the hoes of the drain drill, “but 
are brought close to the surface again 
when the harrow is used. Even with 
time such an important factor as it 
is, possibly it would pay in the end, 
especially on some farms, to prepare 
the seed bed, drill in the grafn, gives © 
stroke with the harrow, then sow the 
grass and clover seeds -with a hand 
seeder, and follow with a smoothing 
harrow. The seed bed would be 
made finer by the extra stroke of the 
harrow, and the seed would have & 
shallow covering of soil, which is es-? 
sential for small seeds. 

Any farmer who has difficulty in 
growing clovers, ia tore or leas handi- 
capped, and every effort should be 
‘made to find the cause of clover not 
| growing satisfactorily on his parti- 
‘cular farm. If possible, make the soil 
_cond'tions right, then prepare a fine 
' seed bed in the spring, and sow plenty 
of good seed.—Fafmers’ Advocate.

Worst Massacre Yet 


Pe ad, May 3, via London, May 
4..The most terrible massacre of wo- 
men. and children of the war took 

at Trebizond just before the en- 
try of the Russian army. The facts 
were told me to-day by Mme. Kum- 
lukhlina; a Red Cross worker, just re- 
turned from a visit to that part of the 
front to deliver Eastern gifts to the 
victorious Russians there. 

“I heave lived here twelve years,” 
Mme. Kumlukhlina says the American 
consul at Trebizond told her, but 
never believed the Turks capable of 
such fiendish brutality. As the Rus- 
glans ap hed the city the Turks 
a murdered almost the 
entire Armenian population. Soldiers 
visited every house, driving before 
them all Armenian children. Hun- 
dred after hundred, many only able 
to toddle, were slowly driven in herds 
to the and flung into the sea. 
Baby hands were wrenched from the 
grasp of brothers and sisters. All 
were drowned like so many puppies. 

“Myself, with many Greeks and 
Turks, sent urgent appeals to German 
officers to stop the massacre. The 
only reply was 4 cynical smile and 
curt announcement that Greek fami- 
lies found harboring Armenian child- 
ren would cause their own throats to 
be cut. 

“All Armenian men and women, 
even the oldest, are driven out to the 
town hall at the point of the bayonet 
and forced to dig’ their own graves, 
and then shot down like cattle. 
Young Armenian girls ina mission 
echool were sold to slave dealers and 
taken inland’ for disposal in Turkish 
harems. Furniture and heavy goods 
looted from the homes of wealthy Ar- 
~menians were carted to the local Ar- 
menian cathedral, which was trans- 
formed ‘into an auction room. The 
sale was a fiasoo, as Greeks were ‘the 

people remaining, and were her- 
the massacres and refused to 
and bid.”

\send you a drainage surveyor who

and the grades and depths of the 
drains. 

The cost to you for these services 
will be the travelling expenses of the 
surveyor, and as several surveys are 
made on one trip the charge is seldom 
over three dollars for each survey. 

Those who have had their farms 
surveyed and have installed part or 
all of their drains may have a new 
‘plan prepared free of charge if they 
will return the old plan after mark- 

ing in all changes made in the orig- 
inal system. 

On the same terms as those for 
‘surveys the college will send a man 
to give you a atart on the installation 
of your drains if you have had no pre- 
vious experience. He will show you 
how to set grade stakes, grade the 
ditch bottom, make the junctions of 
main and lateral, lay the tile, and 
assist you in any way required.

WAR SCHOOLS NEAR FRONT. 


Soldiers Instructed in Sniping, Trench 
Digging and Bombing. 


The spectacle of officers and sol- 
diers playing at war within gunshot 
of operations which form a part of 
the greatest conflict in history might 
seem to be an unusual sight, and yet 
this is actually taking place daily 
/back of the British lines, writes the 
Associated Press correspondent. One 
of these schools was for the training 
of snipers. At one point a line of 
trenches was laid out just as though 
for battle. At this school any new 
idegs pertaining to this method of 
warfare are experimented with, and 
each man learns numerous ways of 
protecting himself from the German 
fire. At another point a group of men 
| were firing from behind sandbags at 
imaginary German loopholes a con- 
siderable distance away. When a man 
has perfected himself in the art of 
sniping he is sent along to the front 
line trenches, or wherever needed. 

The second school was one for ex- 
‘perimenting in the building of 
trenches. Trenches of all descriptions 
are carefully laid out, dugouts are 
built, and machine gun positions are 
constructed. Wire entanglements of 
‘different varieties also are experi- 
mented with.

But there 
is one important point which is often 
overlooked. This is the supplying of 
proper seats and desks at which the 
children can work in comfort ari 


without doing serious damage to their 


growing bodies. 

Many children are hopelessly crip- 
pled with round shoulders; curvature 
of the spine and other deformities 
long before they are ready to leave 
school because they have been forced 
to sit in ill-fitting chairs and work at 
desks which are either too high or too 
low for them. 

The desks and seats in every school- 
room should be adjustable. It is 
very wrong to make children of all 
sizes sit at desks of the same size. 
For boys and girls who are below or 
above the average in size there should 
be desks which can be adjusted to 
meet their particular needs. 

The moczt common faults in school- 
room furniture are the unsuitable 
shape of the backs of the seats, too 
great distance between the seat and 
the desk, disproportion of the height 
of the seat and desk, and incorrect 
shape and slope of the desk. 

It is important that the edge of the 
desk should project slightly over the 
edge of the seat. The top of the 
desk should incline downward about 


to rest on it without raising the 
shoulder. The seat should be broad 
enough to support almost the whole 
thigh, and should be low enough to al- 
low the sole of the foot to rect on the 
floor. It should be slightly con- 
cave to prevent slipping and horizont- 
al rather than inclined. The back 


should be curved forward to support, 
the loins so that even a weakly child i se heokal 
will find it easy and comfortable to siti Buk 1s purely herbal.
